
remedy this? All this may he true that 
you have been telling us, but what are you 
going to do about it?” J will tell you, my 
friends. 

We Socialists are not here to attack old 
institutions without offering some. other 
method of doing business. We .simjily ask 
that the people should organize their indus¬ 
trial machinery, and substitute a co-opera¬ 
tive system of jiroduction for tiie coinpeti- 
tive system now in vogue. 

Collective owni*rship of the means of 
production and distribution inu."*! be substi¬ 
tuted for private ownership. Tlie people, 
in order to enjoy- the imlustrrul freedom, 
must own and operate in their entiretv the 
machirery of production. We liave"{M)li- 
tical equality by virtue of owning the poli¬ 
tical machinery. We can have economic 
and indu.strial eipiality, when we are wise 
enough to own and operate in ourcollective 
capacity the means by which that wliieh 
ministers to the wants of huinanitv is pro¬ 
duced. 

So long as a few individuals are allowed 
to get possession of the land, mines, fac¬ 
tories and other solaces of production, just 
so long will \vc l,c in economic slavery. 
Let us e.xamine our present method of pro- 


The great ]*roblem before the people of 
this and every other civilized country is the 
industrial problem. That is to say that, 
after thousands of years of civilization, the 
question of how to stipply our wants as a 
nation, is still unsettled. It seems almost 
impossible, yet it is a fact. We do not 
know how to make the most of our opjjor- 
tunities. Here we arc, as a nation, blessed 
with the most lM>untiful rcs'itirces. Nature 
in her generosity has provided everything 
iiecilfiil for the wants of bumai'itv. and we 
know not how to make the most ofsueh 
generosity. U e havi', in our great and 
glorious country, from three to four mil- 
lion tramps continuouslv roaming the coun¬ 
try over in search of some place, where 
they may be given permission to apply 
their labor power to the resources of .Nature 


The study of Karl Mar.x is a giHul thing 
and we recommend it; but it is not neces- 
sarv to prove that two and two are four, 
and the truths of Socialism are as plain as 
that simple stun in arithmetic. Head the 
speec.i of Comrade Chase for an e.xample.

1 oil all know that one or two individuals 
own the factory in which you are employed. 
^ ou know that they are constantly intro¬ 
ducing improved machines, whiihi are tak¬ 
ing the places of men. The niachines are 
doing the work, wliile the men displaced 
are bei-jming tramps. The machine, while 
privately owned, is a curse. l>ut when 
owned by the people will become a bles¬ 
sing. I'nder the present system, when a 
new maetiine is introduced, a certain num¬ 
ber of men are turned out into the streets 
to himt for other work: Imt wherever they 
may go they will find the same conditions 
e.visting. The introduction of lalior-saving 
machinery is going on steadily, until to-day 
we can. witli the macliinery in use in the 
shoe industry, manufacture shoes enough 
ill six months to sup|(ly our markets for 
one yeai. During the other six mimths. 
shoemakers have to stand around in idleness 
while tliey and their i-liildri'ii want for the 
necessaries ol life. Now imagine for a 
moment that you arc living under a .Social¬ 
istic government. Take as an illustration 
one of mir modern .'hoe factories. It would 
be "’owned by the people. .Mong comes 
some invective genius with a new machine 
that wiitihi do the work of ten men. The 
machine would he placed in oiieration bv

to split into two distinct classes 
with couHictiiig interests, the small 
possessing class of capitalists or ex- 
idoiters of the labor Idrce of others 
and the ever-increasing large dis¬ 
possessed class of wage-workers, 
wlni are deprived ofthe socially-due 
share of their product. 

Tiiat capitalism, the private 
ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction. is respuusihle for the in¬ 
security ofsiilisistcncc, tlie poverty, 
misery and degradation of tlie ever¬ 
growing majority of onr people, 

'I'hal the same economic forces 
wliich have produced and now ni- 
ten.-ifv till? capitalist system, will 
compel the adoption >f Soiiali.srn, 
the collfclive ownership of the 
ineaiis of prodnetion for the com¬ 
mon good and u-'lfarc, or result in 
the destrnetion of eivili/.ation. 

Tli.U the trade union movement

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the 
establishment of social order 
through tlie increase of misery 
but on the contrary expects its com¬ 
ing tlimugh the determined, united 
ellorts of the workers of both city 
and country to gain and nse the 
political power to that end. In 
view of this we adopt the follow¬ 
ing idatform for the purpose of 
uniting the workers m the country 
with those in the city : 

1. No more public land to be 
sold, but to be utilized by the Un¬ 
ited States or the state directly for 
the public benefit, or leased to 
farmers in small parcels of not over 
t)4U acres, the slate to make strict 
regulations as to improvement and 
cultivation.

Telephone 
service lor farmers, as for residents 
of cities, to lie at cost. 

•1. .A uniform postal rate fot the 
transportation of agricultural, pro¬ 
ducts on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at the dis¬ 
posal of counties and towns for the 
improvement of roads and soil and 
for irrigation and drainage.

“Whereas, We hold the trade 
union movement to be indispens¬ 
able to the working people under 
the prevailing industrial s^ystem 
in their struggle for the improve¬

of political views licld by members 
of tl.e labor organizations should 
not be a reason for separate organ¬ 
ization in the economic struggle, 
causing dissensions and disrup¬ 
tions. 

“Resolved, That we consider 
strikes and boycotts as lii.storically 
necessary weapons to ohiain the 
demands of trades unionism ; we 
fnrtlier recognize in the union label 
an important factor in strengthen¬ 
ing the jiower of organization, and 
educating the public to demonstrate 
in a practical way its sympathy 
arid assislancir to the cause of labor; 
and we therefore indorse all the 
labels of the bona.lide trades unions, 
earnestly recommending to the 
membership of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic Party of America to patron¬ 
ize only such concerns selling 
products bearing the same.

The Patient Poor. 

Many heartrending scenes were 
w itnessed yesterday among t he hard 
working gangs in the street e'ean- 
iiig deparluieiit that battled with 
the blinding, freezing snow for 
eight long weary hours in order 
that a few dollars might be earned 
with which to provide bread and 
fuel for cold and hungry ones at 
home. One case was particularly 
distressing. A poor while man, 
who was put to work a tew days 
ago, and who scarcely had clothing 
enough to keep his body warm in 
spring weather, had both hands so 
badly frozen that he will probably 
loose all of his lingers. 

'I'he man reported for work with¬ 
out gloves or oveicoat. Captain.I. 
C. Weaver, the superintendent of 
the district to which he was a.s- 
signeiL told him he had better go 
home for the day. With tears 
stri'aming down his cheeks the 
freezing workman said he could 
not. because there was no bread 
in the house for his starving 
wife and family. ‘‘1 could 
not buy gloves,” he continued, 
“because 1 spent the last pennies I 
had for coal.” Notwilhstaniiiiig 
his frosted hands, the poor fellow 
worked manfully until time toipiit. 
andhhen he was scarcely able to 
wain home. , 

C'aptain Bye said such stories 
were plentiful in every district. The 
sutrermg was inteir.’e, not baltof the 
men being properly clothed. In 
many iiistanccs their feet were al¬ 
most exposed thiough thin sole.s 
and unprotected tops. “Never in 
the history (d'this department have 
I ever heard of so much sutVering 
.among the men,” said Captain Bye, 
•‘and yet the men will keep at 
it. They say they must have work, 
and a e glad of the opportunity to 
shovel snow. The patient manner 
in which the forces endure these 
hardsli ps is a revelation to me. 
It sim]ily means food, fuel a.id 
clothing in nearly every case, for a 
pocr, sick wife and sulTering l■hil- 
dren.”—Baltimore.
